Miss Rachael K. Miller, University 
of California graduate and a gradu- 
ate of Merritt Hospital, Oakland, 
where she was also instructor. of 
nurses and supervisor of the child- 
ren’s ward for two years, was yester- 
day appointed school nurse for Contra 
Costa County by Superintendent of 
Schools W.H. Hanlon. Her salary 
will ‘be-$1800 per year, $1100 of 
which is to ibe paid by the county 
and $600 by the Red Cross. M 6s 
Miller will assume her duties Mon- 
day. 

With the appointment of Miss Mil- 
ler the seanch for a competent school 
nurse who has ais automobile js end- 
ed. Many applicants refused the 
appointment because an automob le 
is necessary in properly covering the 
county and none had been provided 
by the board of supervisors. Miss 
Miller will be entitled to regular 
county mileage fees. 

Agitation for a county school 
nurse thas been conducted for many 
months by the County Federation 
of Women’s Clubs and it was 
through the efforts of the club wo- 
men that the Red Cross was pledged 
to pay $600 of the nurse’s salary.

ANOTHER HARD PROBLEM 


San Francisco and many other large cies are 
having a hard. time properly adjusting the problem 
of fallen women. The question is age-old and 
probably never will be adjusted more than par- 
tially. Since the old time segregated districts have 
been broken these poor creatures have scattered 
all over the cities, and the police officials seem 
just about as willing to wink at their wrong doings, 
at so much per wink, as they always have been. 

The trouble is with the woman vastly more than 
with economic conditions. There are exceptions, 
of course, but the rule holds true. Such women 
any more than drunkard, dope 
fiend or auto bandit is normal. They are abnormal, 
and as such should be handled by the state. The 
police and social working societies have grappled 
with the problem for hundreds of years and “have 
made little progress toward its solution. 

The dope fiend, in@briate and criminal are all 


are not normal,

should be, also. Everythng else has been tried 
and failed. A prostitute is a law-breaker, and as 
such should be arrested and confined in a proper 


institution provided for that especial purpose. It 
should be on a farm and have pleasant surround- 
ings, and could be made to be self-sustaining. Also 
she should be paid a small wage while there for 
work, and when she 's parolled that wage should 
be paid her, and every effort made to get her a 
position and kéep her straight. Then if she again 
breaks the law she must be treated exactly Nke 
any other person who breaks the law.
